BUT WAIT TILL HE REACHES ATLANTA 


And Georgians Will Give Him the Heartiest 
Grip He Ever KReceived—The Reception 
of the Party in St. Louis. 

Sr. Loum, October 3.—Till this morning the 
president has been the guest of Mayor Francis, 
but today and tomorrow he belongs to the peo- 
ple. Fairer weather could not be asked. The 
skies are clear and the gestie north winds are 
sutiiciently cool to make light overcoats de- 
sirable. -The streets, cleaned by last night's 
ghower, free from the dust, and every- 
where along the line of the president's ride to 
the fair grounds the sidewalks are crowded to 
their utmost capacity. The president's car- 
tiage, drawn by a quartecte of richly- 
caparisoned, highstepping black horses, and 
followed by five other carriages provided for 
his traveling companions and the local com 
mittee in charge, reached the Francis mansion, 
in Vandeventer place, a few minutes before 10 
o'clock. At 10:15 the president and Mrs. 
Cleveland appeared at the door of the mansion 
and were 

APPLAUDED BY A CROWD OF LADIES — 
and children that bad. gathered in the park in 
front of the residence. There was & notice- 
able absence of men, and the dresses of the 
people indicated a preponderance of the better 
classes. Major C. C. Ramwater entered the 
éarriage with the president and wife, and In a 
few minutes they were moving briskly toward 
the fair grounds escorted bya squad of mount- 
ed police and the citizens committee in car- 
riages. Hundreds of vehicles, crowded with 
people, awaited atG rand avenne, at the en- 
trance of the Vandeventer place, and joined 
the precess.on, which was strung out along the 
avenue for more than a mile There was no 
noise. whatever, along the route, except the 
clatter of horses’ hoofs on the road and 
the tramp of thousands of feet upon the 
beaten walks. 

No mishap or incident occurred to mar the 
pleasant morning drive, and at 10:45, the 
party arrived at the gate of the fair grounds. 
"THE DRIVE TO THE FAIR GROUNDS 
was made ata twot. It was children’s day, 
and the youngsters weve out in great force. 
They. with their mothers, nurses and friends, 
pack d the seats oi the amphitheater and the 
surrounding promenade to the number of sixty 
thousand. A brass band ina pagoda in the 
center attempted to make itself heard, but 
the shri!l veiced congregation made everything 
the drum inaudible. The visitors 
did not alight. After driving round the am- 
phitheater track a halt was made, and Mrs. 
Cleveland was presented by the lady superin- 
tencent of the kindergarten schools with a 
handsome basket of flowers. The children, 
led by the bands, sang “Hail Columbia,”’ and 
the cortege, after a drive through the fair 
grounds, made its way back to the city, where

A. band cre. ted the e’ose 
of his remarks with a nat«nal air and the 
prenients party filed out the entrance that 
vad been kept epen by the plico. Tie streets 
were jammed with people, aid it was w th 
dittieu'ty that Mr. Cleveland was gotten to 
his carriige. Once there, ciizens pressed to 
his side, and extended their hanisin vain — 
“WILL SEE YOU LATER!’’ 
“I will greet you all later,” said the presi- 
dent, ‘‘but not here.” ; 
From the exchange the president and his 
companions were escorted, in their carriages, 
through the ae business streets of the 
city, the ride lasting about an hour. Every- 
where a the route masses of peopleawaited 
and greeted the guest of the day. The police 
artangements were excellent and there was 
no d sorder, the crowds manifesting their en- 
tbusiasm in cheers and noise, and refraining 
from crowding about or following the car-

he most conspicuous feature of the decora- 
tion was the airay of gas jets, each lamp and 
awning post being a branching-tree of pip ng, 
while at street corners great arches were 
thrown across from curb tocurb. These bore 
a million colored globes, the effect of which, 
even in daylight, was striking. 

The cortege reached Lindell hotel at two 
o'clock, where reoms, ——s a series of 
large parlors, had been secured for the presi- 
dent. An hour was gievn fer lunch and rest, 
and @t three o’clock Mrs. Cleveland, having 
rejoined her husband, the doors of the recep- 
tion parlors were thrown open and the public 
were admitted to shake the hands of the presi- 
dent and his wife. 


The reception began promptly © at 
three o'clock. and continued until 
six A crowd of several hundred 


ladies and gentlemen were already in waiting 
in the upper lobby of the hotel, when the doors 
were opened and as the orchestra struck up a 
march, the people nevedin rapidly and made 
their exit by another door, 

The president and Mrs. Cleveland received 
their visitors standing in the middle of a large 

arlor under a rich chandelier. Mrs. Cleve- 
and was *

which had the figure of red rosebnuds and 
green leaves. It was a medinm decollete 
trimmed liberally with lace, and had full lace 
sleeves to the elbows, several rows of coral 
beads adorned her shapely neck, and a dia- 
mond brilliant glittered gt her throat. A 
score of leading  societ ladies of St. 
Louis, beantifal in and figure 
and richly clad, assisted her, Tlie 
police arrangements inside the hotel 
were excellent, and the line moved past the 
president freely; but outside a scene was to be 
witnessed, the oddity of which it would, be 
hard to overstate. The street was narrow, and 
through its middle ran the double track ef the 
busy street railway. An attempt was made to 
keep the thousands of waiting visitors in line, 
six or eight abreast, but every half minute this 
was broken by the passage of cars. These 
fought their way through the crowding masses 
ether on each side,. and forcing hundreds 

t of their places. Behind each car a crowd 
followed and took the abandoned places inthe 
line. The next car pushed many of these for- 
ward toward the hetel, with the natural result 
of crowding an equal number out of line in 
front. There was a liberal sprinkling of la- 
dies in the throng, and an admixture of coun- 
trymen of a pure western type who had come 
long distances to see the president. How they 
surged and struggled over their shoulders and 
scolded! everything but fought. The stream 
flowed upagainst a dead wall of humanity 
wedged into the doorway, split it with the 
pressure from behind, and particles made 
their way again to the massin the rear, with. 
true western persistence. 

SHAKING THE PRESIDENT’S HAND. 

The president received, as he always does. 
He has become very expert in the discharge of 
his part of the work, and manages to greatly 
facilitate the passage of the‘4ine, inspired ap. 
parently only by a desire to give the coveted 
opportunity to as great a number as possible. 
lf he ever gets fatigued his appearance fails to 
give evidence of the fact. Submitting, as he 
does, good-naturedly to the familiar, often 
boisterous salutations of many who approach 
him, he takes the liberty sometimes to give a 
lciterer with a grasp of his hand a sturdy pull 
in tlie direction he ought to move, and often 
with half a dozen words manages to answer 
in kind greetings of as imany callers. 

Mrs. Cleveland stood today to the left anda 
little in the rear of her husband, and during a 
great part of the three hours’ reception ac- 
knowledged the greetings of her visitors witha 
smile and bow, but without taking their hands. 

When the doors were closed the crowd of

disappointed ones in waiting numbered many 
thousands. Colonel Lamont estimates that 
nine thousand persons took the hand of the 
president this evening. 

At half-past seven this evening the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Clevelaud, with their seven 
traveling companions, were escorted by the 
new reception committee through the illumi- 
nated streets of the city. It is safe to say that 
not Jess than 150,000 persons were in waiting 
along the line of ride, to see the city’s guests. 
At the exposition they were conducted 
through the exhibition halls, but had no op- 
portunity to see anything of interest. In fact, 
it was with much difficulty that the police es- 
cort was able to clear the passage and keep 
the crowd back behindthem. — | 

In the auditorium of Music hall, where the 
party occupied reserved boxes in company 
with the committee, Gilmore’s band, of sixty 
pieces, played several selections, the first be- 
ing ‘‘Shower of Roses.’’. During the perform- 
ance of this piece a hanging screen at one side 
of the stage was let fall, exposing a beautiful 
life-size oil painting of Mrs. Cleveland, paint- 
ed by a Washington artist. From the letting 
down of the screen to the end of the piece rose 
leaves continued to fall from the ceiling, high 
upon the picture. The visitors after listening 
to the music for half an hour were escorted to 
the lecture room of the exposition, where 
Muncasky’s “‘Christ before Pilate’’ was on 
exhibition. The presidential party reached 
the hotel at ten o’clock, and were serenaded 
by the Hendrick’s association, assisted by po- 
litical clubs from all wards of the city, and 
from many town# from a distance. The sere- 
nade proper was given by several singing so- 
cieties and they and the procession, of which 
they formed a part, numbered fully 50,000, 

The president was introduced to the sere- 
naders by Colone] David Carath, and ad- 
dressed them as follows:

THE SALVATION LEADER CONVICTED, 


Henry Johnson Arrested While in the Act 
- of Prayer. 

Roms, Ga., October 3.—[{Special.}—Henry 
Johnson, 21 years old, was found guilty this 
afternoon, in the superior court, of assault with 
intent to rape a little white girl seven years 
old. He was recommended tothe mercy of 
the court. Johnson has been a prominent 
member of the Salvation Army here, and took 
- ——e part in the campaign against the 
devil, 

The crime took place in Forrestville, upon 
little Nora McGinnis, the rae goog Mr. A. 
P. McGirnis, He had enticed her away from 
the house about 150 yards. He was frustrated 
from his purpose and left and went to his 
home, ‘The little child ran to the house, tell- 
ing her w r. Mrs. McGinnis went to his 
house and asked for him. He wouldnot come 
out. He changed his clothes and went out the 
back way, and left for the city. When Mr. 
McGinnis returned from work at 7 o’clock, he 
got some friends and began a search for him, 
not knowing but that he was about in Forrest- 
ville. They could not find him. Mr. McGin- 
nis came to town and went to the Salvation 
Army hall, and behold, there he was on the 
stand, in the act of prayer. He was doing his 
best and swinging toand fro in his supplica- 
tions, but as soon as he saw Mr. McGinnis and 
the ofticer he lost all faith and began to fail. 
As soon as prayer was over, the officers pulled 
him off the stand and carried him to the lock- 
up. There was tak of lynching him.

Death of Hon. am’s M. Rugégsell, a Dis- 
tinguished Lawyer. 

Cotumsus, Ga., October 3.—[Special.]— 
This city was shocked today by the announce- 
ment of the death of Hon. James M. Bussell. 
He died suddenly about 2 o’clock at hiS home 
on Rose hill, of heart disease. He was 59 years 
of age, and leaves a ‘wife and two daughters. 
He wes one of the ablest lawyers in this city, 
and was well known throughout the state. He 
had represented Muscogee county in the iegis- 
lature, and was prominent in politieal circles, 
He possessed a large store of general informa- 
tion, and ranked high in his profession. There 
were few men so well versed in law, and he 
enjoyed a large practice. Hewas for a long 
time a partner of ex-Governor Smith, and also 
of Hon. Henry W. Hilliard. In fact, there 
were few abler lawyers in the state.

Four New Cases Develop on Hoffman’s 


Island, 

New Yorx, October 3.—Since the last re- 
port four more cases of cholera have developed 
on Hoffman’s island, from among the passen- 
gers of the steamship Alesia. The patients 
were promptly removed to Swinburne island. 
There are fourteen cases under treatment at 
present. An official from the British consuls 
effice called at the office of the quarantine 
commission today and obtained information 
about the cholera cases. He said that the 
home government had asked by cable for ad- 
vices in the matter.

Isuip, N. Y., October 3.—Great excitement 
was caused by finding the dead body of Mrs, 
Franklin Hawkins by the roadside, a mile and 
a half from town. She had left home in a 
buggy with her son last night to visit her 
‘brother, whom the son reported to be sick and 
wishing her presence. The son hired a buggy 
at a livery stable, to which he soon after re- 
turned. The son was arrested for murdering 
his mother, and today he confessed, saying he 
committed the deed because his mother would 
not consent to his marriage. The son is 22

Assaulted by Negroes. 

Daas, Tex., October 3.—John_ Barlow 
and Miss Julia Walker, a respectable young 
couple, who were to have been married in a 
few days, while walkingin the city park at 
about midnight last night were confronted by 
two negroes who robbed Barlow of his money, 
watch and chain. One of the negroes then 
stood over Barlow with a cocked revolver, 
while the other dragged Miss Walker a short 
distance away and outraged her, The negroes 
will be lynched if caught.

New York, October 3.—Sir Thomas Grat- 
ton, member of parliament for St. Patrick’s 
division, Dublin, and Arthur O’Connor, mem- 
ber of parliament for East Donegal, arrived by 
the steamer Arizona this morning. They 
come to America as the representatives of the 
Irish parliamentary party to explain the con- 
dition of affairs at home, to thank the Amert- 
can people for their support in the past, and to 
ask them to continue it.

A Virginia Farmer's Daughter 
_. . Slays “Her Betrayer. — 
HER THIRD APPEARANCE IN COURT,

» & young unmarried woman, for 
the kilting of her paramour, Benjamin Brooks, 
terminated here, and the case was given to the 


. The jury disagreed and were discharged. It 
iMsaid that ten were for acquittal and two for 
conviction for voluntary manslaughter. The 
fair prisoner will probably have anew trial at 
the February term of court. 

Miss Offner is the daughter of a well-to-do 
farmer. Sheis 29 years of age and of fine per- 
sonal appearance. About a year prior to the 
Killing she met Brooks,who was about 35 years 
of age and good looking. He came here from 
Staunton, Va.,where, it was afterward said, he 
had a wife and several children. He made 
his living by working asa farm hand a good 
part of the time for Mr. Offner. Though con- 
sidered asa hard character he made a great 
impression on his employer’s daughter. The 
relations between the pair soon began to 
cause talk, To satisfy public opinion Brooks 
took the girl to Cumberland, where a mock 
marriage was. performed. Returning home 
they lived together as man and wife, but the 
truth coming out they were compelled to leave 
Ofiner’s house, They afterward lived on the 
Littie Cacapon ereek. Brooks finally left the 
woman and went home. Brooks afterward 
camé to see her again. Then followed an in- 
dictment against the woman for jllicit cohabi- 
tation, but even this did not prevent her see- 
ing her paramour when he came to the house, 
aud atthe time of the murder she was in a 
delicate condition. 

On the morning of Sunday, August 1, Miss 
Offner left the house on a. spirited horse to 
bring the cows to be milked. The residence 
of the Offners stands some distance. from the 
main pike, and abont half a mile in front of 
the house is a secluded thicket of pines, which 
occupies about one acre of land. She went 
directly into the thicket, and after she had 
been there for some time the ¢ows tere seen 
tocome home by themselv&. Soon after- 
ward the report of a pistol was heard from the 
direction of the thicket. No one saw the shot 
fired, but almost immediately afterward Miss 
Offner dashed through the pines on her horse. 
She at once informed her parents that she had 
killed Brooks, but that it was in self-defense. 

Three times has the trial been begun. Twice 
something happened to a juror, causing a post- 
ponement. This time it began on Tuesday last 
and ended yesterday. The girl testified that 
on the Friday previous Brooks insisted that she 
shonld return to live with him, and threatened 
her witha knife. She went with him at the 
time, but returned home at the first opportuni- 
ty. Onthe morning when she entered the 
thicket she did not know there was a soul near 
until Brooks jumped up, and catching hold of 
her bridle, said he had her where he wanted

All the witnesses for the defense testified 
that Brooks had been hanging around the 
house for several days, and had said on various 
occasions that the girl should live with him, 
or she should not live with anybody. 

Mr. Reuben Offner, father of the girl, is an 
old, gray-headed man, way up in the eighties, 
and has always been considered one of the 
most honorable and respected men in this re- 
gion. His distress and anxiety were painful 
to witness as he sat in the courtroom day after 
day,jentirely absorbed in listening to the testi- 
mony adduced for and against his daughter. 
When told to state what he knew about the 
ease, he said: : 

“I recollect the day Benjamin Brooks was 
found dead. I went to where ‘he was: lying 
with Ann and my wife. I merely looked at the 
body and came back to the house, Ann took 
me to the place. The pistol with which she 
killed. Brooks had been at my house for some 
time. I had it loaded and putin the side- 
board.”’ 

Mrs. Offner, the girl’s aged mother, also tes- 
tified, corroborating her husband. 

As it had been the general opinion here 
that the prisoner will be cleared. she has not 
been closely guarded at the jail, being allowed 
considerable liberty, and sometimes even ap- 
pearing on the streets. When she appeered in 
court yesterday morning, her manner betok- 
ened the deepest distress. She was agitated 
and very uncertain as to her probable fate.

A GOVERNMENT INSPECTOR APPEARS 


The Accounts of the Office in Confusion 
and a Shortage of #500, Due to 
Some Cause or Other. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October 3.—[Spocial.]— 
Captain Williamson, a postoffice inspector, 
came to Savannah on Friday. The books and 
accounts are confused, and Captain William- 
son was down here to straighren them out. On 
Saturday night, after he had left the office, 
there was a sensational scene between Post- 
master G. W. Lamar and his assistant, They 
got into a dispute about the affairs of the 
office and the dialogue was exciting. Finaily 
Mr. Lamar sent out fora policeman to have 
Colonel Anderson ejected. When the officer 
came Major Lamar said: 

‘I order you to arrest that man for disorderly 
conduct.”’ 

“TI order you to arrest that man for conduct 
unbecoming a gentleman,’’ countermanded 
Colonel Anderson. 

Major Lamar repeated his order, and Colonel 
Anderson exclaimed threateningly to the po- 
liceman: 

“T warn you that if you lay hands upon me 
in this government building, I will hold you 
and your superiors responsible.” 

The policeman reflected that he was on gov- 
ernment property, and he did not make the ar- 
rest. The scene naturally caused a strong feel- 
ing between the postmaster and his assistant, 
and a breach which had been developing was 
widened. Last night it was uncertain whether 
the breach would be closed, or be still further 
widened. Captain Williamson is not commun- 
icative. He was at the postoftice with Coloncl 
Anderson until a late hour. Another scene 
was expected this morning upon Colonel An- 
derson’s arrival at the office, but there was 
none. He got there at 11 o’clock, and found 
the inspector hard at work. 

Later in the day Colonel Anderson was 
asked if he had resigned. 

“I have not,” he replied emphatically. 
Then he drew from his watch pocket a stout 
iron key, ad said it was the key to the vault. 
He added that he intended to keep the key, 
and would give it up at no one’s request until 
the examination is completed by Captain 
Williamson. 

So far as can be learned, the accounts are 
about $500 short. This may be the result of 
bad book-keeping, or it may have been taken. 
From a signiticant remark which Colonel An- 
derson made, it would be inferred that it had 
been stolen. He was asked if there were not 
other keys to the vanlt, and he replied that 
there had been rascality in the office. His

THE NAVAL STORES MEN.. 


A Proposition to Shorten the Production By 
a Stoppage of Work. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., October 3.—[Special.]—The 
Nayal Stores Mutual Protective association 
held its semi-annual meeting at the Marshal 
house today. Mr. E. J. Baker, the president 
of the association, called it to order and spoke 
of the object of the meeting, which was to dis- 
cuss over-production. 

Major Wm. Letford followed with 2 strong 
speech calling upon the manufacturers to 
shorten their crops. Too many boxes have 
been cut for several seasons past, and now 
there is a larger stock of spirits and turpentine 
on the market than the world can use for a 
long while tocome. Everybody has been ina 
hurry to get rich and has cat more and more 
boxes year by year, notwithstanding the fact 
that prices were going steadily down. Now 
the manufacturers are getting nothing for their 
goods, and ruin is staring them in the face. 
Ht they © go on cuttin 98. 1y 
new crops as t hey have 
past they will break. They can not do any 
worse H they stop altogether for a year or two. 
That will allow the world time to use up the 
stock on hand, and prices will have to go up 
and the manutacturers will make money. It 
will pay him handsomely to almost entirely 
discontinue new cutting for a couple of 
seasons. In conclusion, Mr. Letford urged 
the manufacturers to adopt resolutions agree- 
ing to eut short the crop of next season 60 or 
75 per cent. 

Major Letford proposed that the association 
appoint-a committee to induce the South Caro- 
lina and North Carolina manufacturers to or- 
ganize. If all will work together and keep 
the thing in their own hands the naval stores 
manufacturers will not need to beg factors for 
money, or be under obligations to them at all. 
Major Letford then offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Whereas, We the naval stores producers, realizing 
the fact that we have produced more naval stores 
than the necessities of the world require, therefore 
be it

— dences, the owners of which at repeated re- 
quests have consented to take boarders dur- 
‘ing the exposition. In only four houses is 
two dollars and fifty cents a day charged. 
In the other private houses the charge is 
two dollars a day. In boarding houses a 
dollar and a half aday. In each case this 
includes beard and lodging. Lodging alone 
is a dollar-a night where one person takes 4 
whole room, or fifty cents a night where two 
er more occupy a room. ‘This is certainly 
cheap enough, and of the twenty-two thous- 
and registered, none exceed this charge. 
This fact is guaranteed by the exposition, 
and will be verified by application to the 
committee of publie comfort, of which Dr. 
Fox is chairman. 

Some criticism is made because payment 
is demanded in advance. The justice of this 
demand is clear. A lady agrees to give four 
or five rooms to guests during the exposi- 
tion, and puts those rpoms in the commit- 
tees hands. She is notified that the rooms 
are engaged for three special days of the ex- 


position. She accepts this as final and holds 


the rooms, no matter how many applicants 
she may have. 


To make her safe, or protect her, the 


committee requires the persons who engage 
these roéms to deposit payment in ad- 


vance, but with this condition, that if the 
parties will notify the committee on or before 


October 10,that they will not need the rooms, 
the money will be refunded without cost.

Justice Field, of the United States supreme 
court, has enriched the literature of the law 
with a new expression, namely, ‘‘legal im- 
pertinence,”’ 

When the speefal commission established 
by the last congress for the purpose of as- 
certaining the truth as tothe condition of 


| railroads which -had received government 


aid began its work various difficulties {m- 
peded the inqttiry. ~~ 

The Pacifie railroad authorities did not 
like the idea of being investigated. They 
had attempted to befuddle congress every 
time an effort had been made to fix some 


| basis of a settlement between the railroads 


and the government. The commission was 
constituted for the express. purpose of as- 
certaining the true condition of these rail- 
roads. As they are the creatures of congress 
and were built by obtaining aid to the 
amount of hundreds of millions of dollars 
from the government, it was supposed that 
the right of congress to inquire into their af- 
fairs would not. be questioned. After sev- 
eral of these railroad magnates who have 
grown rich on government bounty had done 
all they could by dodging and equivocation 
to defeat the efforts of the commission, Mr. 
Leland. Stanford, president of the Union 
Pacific, was ealled to the witness stand. 
From the start he was insolent and imperti- 
nent, not “‘legally impertinent,’”’ however. 
Finally he was asked if he had ever used 
money to influence national legislation af- 
fecting the Pacific railroads, .He refused to 
answer. The commission demanded the 
books and accounts which he had kept, not 
as a private citizen, but as president of the 
Union Pacific. Mr. Stanford refused to com- 
ply with thisdemand. The commission ap- 
pealed to the courts fdr a mandamus. The 
ease came before Justice Field, who was 
then in California. He invited two other 
federal judges'to sit with him. After hear- 
ing argument on both sides, Justice Field de- 
livered an opipien refusing the mandamus 
and denying the tight ofthe commission to 
compel Mx, Stanford to produce the paperg 
for Which it had asked. He prophesied that 
his decision would stand ‘‘for all time’’ as a 
bulwark between the rights of the citizen 
and the oppressions of congress, Judge 
Sawyer, one of the associates of Justice 
Field in this hearing, concurred in this re- 
markable opinion. Judge Hoffman, the 
other associate judge, withheld his opinion. 
A few hows after delivering their opinions 
Justice Field and Judge Sawyer were sitting 
at a splendid banquet making merry with 
Mr. Stanford and other Pacific railroad 
officials. The country” was surprised at 
Justice Field’s decision, and disgusted at his 
attendance on the Stanford banquet. 

Some days after the case was argued Judge 
Hoffmar filed a strong opinion, in which he 
maintained the right of the commission to 


| examine the hooks of a president of a gov- 


ernment aid raiiroad. Judge Hoffman 
talked plainly in his opinion, and to use a 
phrase that might shock Justice Field he 
rather ‘‘went for’ that eminent jurist. 

This opinion of Judge Hoffman is de- 
nounced by Justice Field asa piece of “legal 
impertinence.”” Whether the ‘imperti- 
nence’’ consists in the act of a judge of 
lower station dissenting from the opinion of 
@ Sage on the supreme.beneh,-or whether it 
is in the audacity of Judge Hoffman in 
braving the influence ofa railroad king, we 
cannot tell. 

One thing we do know. The opinion of 
Judge Hoffman seems to the people to come 
a great deal nearer the truth and the justice 
of the issue involved than does the opinion 
of the learned justice who is shocked at its 
‘‘impertinence.””

Concerning Cemeteries. 

A paper read before the last meeting. of 
the British Medical association makes some 
strong ‘points against the present mode of 
disposing of our dead. A reviewer in sum- 


mayizing the article says: 

Dr. Williamson ha’l witnessed the removal of the 
dead from a graveyard probably eighty years old. 
He declared that average British burying places 
were “masses of boxed up putridity,” and that the 
dead in them could not be regarded as buried at all. 
ome had been placed in metal caskets, some in 
oak, mahogany, rosewood or other coins made out 
of wood equally as durable under ground, and that 
would last just as long almost as the caskets them- 
selyes. During all this time, years wpon years, nox~- 
ious gases were constantly escajing to poison the 
air, while liquids were running out that were liable 
to find their way into contiguous streams and wells. 
In opening graves that had been closed for forty 
years a stench arose which drove away the work- 
men, and kept them away for a couple of days at a 
time. 

The most dangerous graveyards ofall, said Dr. 
Jeffreys, were the graveyards where the rich were 
buried. Here the caskets most abounded,or coffins 
mgse of wood equally as imperishable, nk unfre- 
quently a casket would be inclosed in of ma- 
hogany, and this box walled upina fof ma- 
hogany. No particle of earth was ahoutit any- 
where to absorb the gases and liquids, for it was aot 
burial at all, but simply the employment of mach 
skill in the arrest of decomposition and deeay. 

Of course the remedy suggested was cre- 
mation... To this, howeyer, there are. seri- 
ous objections. Some of the leading relig- 
ious denominations are against it, and the 
old-fashioned custom of burial appears to 
be preferred by the masses everywhere. In 


the course of time, when we begin to suffer 


from the evils of over-population the matter. 


will assume a serious aspect, and ibis more 
than probable that the authorities will take 
hold of the question and regulate it.

Charges 
have been|frequently made that the system was 
a stain wpon the fair fame of the state,and that 
the present lessees were guilty of 
ps wrongs in catrying out the system, 

le was proud as a Georgian that this investi- 
gation had incontestably shown that these 
charges, made from whatever motive, 
whether as suggested by the distinguished 
gentleman who had just spoken, for the pur- 
pose of having a “‘new deal’’ or from ignorance 
or recklessness, were utteriy untrue—a’ great 
slander on the state, and outrageously unjust 
accusation against the lessees. 

THE LEASE SYSTEM. 

He claimed that the Georgia system,in all 
of its provisions, was:both wise and humane, 
and thatthe present lessees were kind in their 
treatment of the convicts. These propositions 
he would abundantly establish from the eyi- 
dence. 

He would take up the charges in their order. 

First--Companies Nous. 2 and 3 were also be- 
fore his excellency to show cause why their 
contracts of lease should not be cancelled and 
annulled, because of the alleged cruel whip- 
ping of four convicts at the campon the Geor- 
gia Midland railread, by C. C. Rinsiinay. the 
whipping boss. 

The officials of the. penitentiary had re- 
ported that the whipping,’ judging from the 
appearance of ‘the convicts, was crue] and un- 
merciful. Nothing was.reported by them as 
to the cause of the Whipping or the circum- 
stances that madait necessary. Asto twoof 
the convicts, William Slaughter and Hardy 
Mobiey, alias Anderson J’owler, he. admitted 
that the whipping was very severe, but when 
the character of these men and the facts that 
compelled the whipping were considered, he 
denied that the whipfing was inexcusable. As 
to the character of William Slanghter; he was, 
according to his own statement, 

GUILTY OF THE GREATEST CRIME, 

an attempt to outrage the person of a young 
white girl, who was at night sleeping in_ her 
father’s home. He entered the honse and at- 
tempted the outrage. He was, therefore, a 
villain of the most-violent and worst charac- 
ter when he went to the chaingang. The 
other, Hardy Mobly, was convicted ef killing 
&imnan in a difficulty, a@-crime involving, in the 
highest degree, passion and violence. These 
convicts bad been in mearly every camp, and 
_every whipping boss had found it necessary 

TO WHIP THEM FOR DISOBEDIENCE AND FIGHT- 


ING. 

For four weeks before the whipping they had 
been cursing and fighting and refusing to obey 
orders, They had openly declared that no 
white man shouldever whip them again. They 
had threatened to kill the whipping boss if he 
attempted it, and so bad was their conduct that 
the convicts in the camp were in a mutinons 
condition and the work was greatly retarded. 
Insurrection or mutiny in our 
penitentiary is punished with death. The 
very day of the whipping these convicts 
were cursing and fighting and declaring that 
they would not take a whipp from Bing- 
ham,and the night of the whipping Wm. 
Slanghter attempted to kill one of the guards 
with a large pick handle, and it required eight 
men to hold him and prevent him from doing 
so. He declared afterwards that he would 
have carried out his threats of killing the 
whipping boss, if the guards had given him a 
chance. The whipping boss has a legal right 
to whip 

AND TO WHIP ENOUGH TO ENFORCE 

the discipline of the camp. Not only Bing- 
ham, but six other witnesses, one of them not 
connected with the lessees, show the mutinous 
conduct of these convicts, and that the whip- 
ping was absolutely necessary to restore the 
discipline among the convicts: and to prevent 
hiccdakad. BTN RRO Eo 

Besides, Mr. Bingham’s character prores that 
he would not unnecessarily inflict a wanton or 
brutal whipping. For fifteen years he has 
been, connected with the convicts, and every 
witness from the principal keeper of the peni- 
tentiary testify to his uniformly kind and 
humane treatment of the convicts. In this very 
case he tolerated for four weeks this unruly 
conduct of the convicts, remonstrating with 
them, and did not use the lash until absolutely 
necessary. 

LESSEES 1'OT RESPONSIBLE. 
Mr. Hill claimed that the lessees were not 


The whipping bosses under the act of 1551, 
were the agentsof the state. The state dele- 
gated the power towhip. The lessee had no 
such power. True, the lessee recommended 
the whipping boss tothe governor, but the act 
expressly declares that he cannot whip until 
his appointment is approved by the governor. 
The police power over the convicts is 
absolutely reserved to the state, and the state 
expressly appoints the whipping bosses to car- 
ry out thisauthority of the state. The whip- 
ping toss cannot be controlicd by the lessees. 
He alone has the right to whip a convict, and 
he gets this right from the state. He makes 
his report directly tothe governor. Mr. Hill 
further claimed that the governor had no jur- 
isdiction to forfeit the lease on account of 
crnelty. The act of 1876 repealed the act of 
1874 on this point. The act of 1876 expressly 

rovides that for cruelty the whipping bess can 
be prosecuted and the lease company sued for 
damages, but does not provide ior any for- 
feiture. 

Evew if this position was incorrect, and of its 
soundness there could be no question, yet the 
lease could not 

BE FORFEITED FOR CRUELTY. 

Mr. Hill read authorities to show that for- 
feitures were not favored, and were never re- 
sorted to if there was any other remedy. In 
this case there was the remedy, both by indict- 
ing the whipping boss and damages against 
the company. 

It would be a monstrous wrong to forfeit a 
man’s property as Jong as there were other 
semedies ull and ample. : 

Mr. Hill elaborated this point at considerable 
length.

It is actually charged against. Mr. James 
that he allowed Jackson’s sons to come and 
see him, and bring him a gun and some fishing 
tackle.

He read at length from grand 
jury presentments, reports of legislative -com- 
mittees, and evidence of Towers, Shubrick and 
Dr. Westinoreland, establishing the fact that 
Mr. James was always kind and humane in his 
treatment of the convicts. The evidence on 
this point was strong and unbrokenin com- 
mendation of Mr. James. Even Dr. West- 
moreland, so extreme on the subject, was em- 
phatic in his praise. “He was gratified that 
Mr. James was to be connected with the camp 
on the Georgia Midiand, because he knew how 
to treat convicts properly and kindly. .,’ 
THE VALIDITY OF THE CONTRACTS. 

After dwelling at length on the special 
charges and showing how nnder the evidence 
they were all unfounded and unjust so far as 
Mr. James was concerned, Mr. Hill proceeded 
to discuss the general legal proposition in the 
case. He read from the 1865 and 1871 Georgia 
reports decisions in favor of the validity of the 
lease, contracts to the three penitent com- 
panies, and their. vesied rightg under the con- 
tract to the labor of the convicts for 20 years. 

He also showed that the supreme court held 
that these companies were c ons, and 
argued thatas such the stockholders had a 
ri ght to sell their-stock. , 

The lease act prohibited the incorporated 
companies from sub-letting, but did not pro- 
hibit the stockholder from transferring his 
stock. He citeda decision made by Judge 
Erskine and the late Judge Woods holdin 
that the stock of the lessees was property and® 
could be sold. These judges had ordered it 
sold at judicial sale. 

THE LEGALITY OF SUCH TRANSFERS. 

Mr. Hill further argned that the state, 
through her executive and legislative depart- 
ments, had frequently and solemnly recognized 
the legality of such transfers. _Mr. Hiil argued 
at length the construction of the lease act, and 
claimed thatanderit the different companies 
held valid leases and that all the different 
camps, both permanent and branch camps, 
were legally - established. by the gov- 
ernor. He insisted. that as the state 
through her different executives, had estab- 
lished all these camps and had inaugurated 
the entire system, and her legislatures had re- 
ponte recognized the system that every 
principle of honor and good faith would pre- 
vent a forfeiture of the property of her citi- 
zens. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hijl] made a defense of 
the Georgia system, and contended that any 
other system would be inhuman to our class of 
convicts, unjust tothe henest mechanic and 
laborer, and an enormous burden to the tax- 
payers of the state,”’ 

Colonel Cox’s Argument. 

Ai the conclusion of Mr. Hill’s speech, 
Colonel Albert Cox, counsel for W. B. Lowe, 
took the floor, Colonel Cox spoke from 10 to 
2 o’clock, or four hours before dinner. Re- 
suming at 3 o’cleck he concluded at five, speak- 
ing in all six hours or more. 

Tis manner was deliberate and emphatic. 
His positions were fstated with the greatest 
clearness and distinctness, and emphasized by 
being putin different lights and ways. 

Colonel Cox was interrup by the court 
several times during the delivery. of his argu- 
ment, the attorney general asking questions. 
He answered. the interrogatories quickly and 

intedly, aud seemed to gain new ideas and 
fresh-inspitation from each interruption.

An Absurd Rumor Stepped by an Exact

A ramor has been started that there wil] be 
extortion practiced by boarding houses and pri- 
vate residences in Atlanta durmg the exposi- 
tion. This rumor is utterly and absolutely 
false. Here are the facts, and every fair-mind- 
ed man will see that they are accepted and re- 
peated to stop a senseless-and malicious ru- 


mor. 
Dr. Amos Fox has been put by the exposi- 
tion in charge of the public aialent com niit- 
tee. He registers the private boarding houses 
and private residences that agree ‘to. take 
guests attacking the cost to each place. He 
makes contracts for visitors without any charge 
and guarantees everything to be exactly as 
repre sented. Dr, Fox says: 

‘Th av e registered accommodations for more 
than 22,000 people. Out of this whole list there 
are but four howses that charge $2.50 a day. 
These are elegant private homes, in which the 
fare is fine, the rooms elegantand everything 
first-class asid in every sense better than a ho- 
tel. Every one of these have been taken and 

id for in advance. Most of the private 
youses are £2 a day. and boarding houses $1.50 
a day. In no case except the four houses re- 
ferred to has there been a charge of $2.50, and 
we have refused to register any at higher than 
p> 99 


‘‘What are the charges for lodging.”’ 

“Where a gentleman takes a room and bed 
to himself the chargeis one dollar a night. 
When he consents to share his. bed with an- 
@ther, the charge is fifty cents foreach. The 
charges for cot ‘beds are fifty cents each night, 
inside rooms, twenty-five cents a night. These 
charges are lower than wese ever known at an 
exposition.’ 

‘What about demanding pay in advance ?’’ 

“We de that,.as all committees of public 
comfort have done, for this reason: A gentle- 
man writes from Columbus, for instance, to 
engage rooms for the 15th, 16th and i7th. We 
go to a house on our list and engage rooms for 
those days, say for four people. At the last 
moment the gentleman finds that he cannot 
attend the exposition; but the reoms have 
been. reserved for him, the owner of 
the house is thus cut out of 
other customers, as she has reserved the rooms 
im accordance with our orders. It is clear that 
she ought to be paid for the rooms where kept 
ap to the last day; but we ——. the par- 
ties who deposit money with usif they notify 
us by the 10th that they cannot come, we will 
at once refund their money without any cost 
te them whatever. Any reasonable man 
enght to know by the 10th whether or net he 
is coming, and if he is not coming he can get 
his money refunded. You canseeif we did 
not take the precaution of asking the money in 
advance apy idle or mischievous person could sit 
down and engage a hundred rooms from us. 
We would in turn engage them from the ladies 
taking boarders. They wouid reserve them, 
although their doors were beseeched by fifty 
customers. When the people did not come 
they would be losers,and we could not make 
them take such risk. This department is or- 
ganized under the exposition, and the exposi- 
tion company is responsible for its fair and im- 
partial conduct. Parties who are coming in 
good faith cannot object to paying their money 
upon receipt of our guarantee of their rooms 
and their location, especially when we agree to 
return them the money-if they notify us by 
the tenth that they cannot come.’

A reduced estimate of the crop from 
Texas and some falling off in port receipts, as com- 
pared with last week, appeared to frighten the 
shorts. Spots were slow and a fraction easier. 


NEW YORK, October 3.— [Special.]—From YWub 
bard, Price & Co., through John §8. Ernest: Despite 
a decline in Liverpool our market opened with buy- 
ers on €very month except October, and, instead of 
recording a decline, as was generally looked for, an 
advance was established under good buying that con- 
tinned during the day upon every slight reaction. 
The receipts, while smaller than last week, are

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 
CHICAGO, October 3.—The “black 
wheat by the visible supply statement was the lead- 


bushels in wheat for the week, there wasan imme- 
diate effect on the market, Enough of the stzt>- 
ment was known ‘all morning, so that an increase 
was no surprise tothe trade. Thesurprise was in 
amount ofthe increase. Prices had already de- 
clined and slightly reacted, Then, too, a posted 
statement showed that the increase was confined 
principally to Minneapolis, canal and lakes. Nearly 
all winter wheat points showed a decrease and St. 
Louis, for the first iime this season, wasin the de- 
crease Column. Thou,h there was nothing appar- 
rent in the general situation to prove a serious bar 
to better prices in the near future, 834,040 bushels 
looked large and another}, cent decline was at 
once added to the decline of the morning, and De- 
cember wheat soon touched 73, 1 cent under the 
close on Saturday and 7,¢ below the opening figure. 
The deline for all options was nearly uniform, be- 
ing about 144c and the close b_Ing at inside ‘prices. 
Corn was entirely in the hands of the local crowd, 
andthe: market was largely dictated by a local 
operator, who was both buyer and seller at times, 
but the tendency was downward, and the closing 
prices were a shade lower than those of Saturday. 
The deereasc of 174,000 bushels in the visible supply 
hed no effect. The extensive characters, 390,000 
bushels, were not sufficiently public to affect the 
pit. The pit was unusually quiet early, but there 
was better business before the close. 

In oats there Was a falling off in the speculative 
business as Compared with the close of last week, 
butin cash oats, by semople, there was about the 
customary trade. In the. speculative market the 
fluctuations were so very small that no material 
change from Saturday's closing was quotable, and 
cash oats were very steady.

Resolved further, That the clerk of council be 
required to furnish a copy of this resolution to each

, The Talk Which Ensued. : 

“That’s just what I have been expecting 
since this meeting opened,” said Mr. Angier 
‘‘and for one, I am prepared to meet this issue 
I have here a substitute for that resolutiod, 
which I desire to introduce. I am preparing 
if now. Youall remember it. It was before 
the body when the question first came up.” 

“That amendment to the bill—the one made 
in the house by Mr. Howell,”’ said Mr. Bell, 
‘is, as I understand it, the objectionable fea- 
ture, I am opposed and so are many others, to 
submitting this question to a popular vote.’’.. 

“Of course you are,”’ said Mr. Angier, ‘‘and 
of course many others are opposed to the same 
thing. Now asa starter, I want to say thaton 
Saturday last Judge Dorsey's friends asked me 
to pair with him, as he could not be present. 
I consented, saying that I 

WOULD, HOWEVER, PRESENT MY VIEWS 
on the subject. Now, I trust the motion will 
not prevail; and why the prohis should oppcse 
it passes my comprehension. Their sole stock 
in trade heretofore has been the buggaboo and 
scarecrow of the doggeries. This restriction 
bill effectually crushes out these low dens, and 
corrals the saloons in the center of the city 
under the closest police surveillance, and pre- 
vents their location on a residence street, near 
churches, school houses, etc. The antis, as a 
party bona fide, guarantee the people that, if 
the county goes wet, liquor shall not come 
back as it was before ; and as an earnest pledge 
of their sincerity, they urge the legislature to 
put this their guarantee into a law. On 
the contrary, the prohis now want 
the dear doggeries, and say if liquor is voted 
back, they want saloons broadcast all over town 
in its most hateful form. The antis thus stand 
pecaee to regulation, and the prohis favor un- 
ridled license. We are now the party of law, 

order and severe restriction, and they are the 
advocates of free ram and the doggeries. As 
to leaving it to a vote of the people, that is the 


government, and it would be a graceful tribute 
and an act of justice to the people to make it 
dependent on the popular will before taking 
effect. Fhe Howell amendment is_ right, 
which invokes the opinion and judgment of 
the people, and that the vox populi is the best 
and safest guide for their representatives. Let 
the restriction bill stay where it is, and the 
legislature affix as a condition to its becoming 
operative that the people first say so at the 
ballot box.” 

| THE MAYOR CALLS FOR ORDER. 

At this point there was considerable disor- 
derinthe room.
